The body of Private Adward M. Baker, 
the. first Brattleboro boy .to be sacrificed 
on European soil in the World war, and 
the oldest child of Mr. and Mrs. Michael

V Death of Madam Balestler«o oV 
The death of Madam Caroline Starr 
Wolcott Balestier occurred at Beechwood, 
her well known summer home, about 
three miles from this village, Tuesday 
morning. When Mrs. Balestier. came to 
Brattleboro from New York a month ago 
her strength was not equal to the jour- 
ney, but she was so anxious to reach what 
was to her the dearest spot on earth that 
she insisted on attempting it.: She had 
been in a critical condition since her ar- 
rival and her death was not unexpected. 
Mrs. Balestler. was born in' Middlebury, 
Conn., in 1818 and was a adughter of 
Alexander and Mary Ann Wolcott—com- 
ing from one of the foremost Connecticut 
familles of that time. She was married 
to the late Joseph N. Balestier in Chi- 
cago in 1837, her acquaintance with him 
having been formed during a visit to that 
city while Mr. Balestier had charge of 
the Indian reservation &t that point. Mr. 
Balestler bought the well known “Bales- 
tiner farm” in 1868, and this was his home 
trom that time until his death, which oc- 
currred in September, 1888. Of the seven 
children born to Mr. and Mrs. Balestler, 
three died in infancy, Wolcott Balestier 
died 1n 1890, and three sons survive: Rob- 
ert of Unadilla, N. Y., John A. of New 
York city, and Joseph N. of Philadelphia. 
There are elght surviving grand-children, 
one of whom 1s Mrs. Rudyard Kipling, 
and six great grand-children.

Edward Banks was born in Windham

heart of the forest, it being one of the old- 
est in the town, Capt. Banks began clear- 
ing the land until he finally had about 200 
acres.

His wages were 
the highest paid any boy in Windham, for 
it was generally conceded that he could do 
more work than any boy in the town, and 
in fact the young man’s father was only 
too glad to engage him in the busy part of 
the season. After his summer's work 
young Edward worked at threshing, accept- 
ing every 10th bushel in payment for his 
work, This, with hand shingle making, 
kept the boy busily employed until he 
finally moved to Westminster -in 1858, 
where he bought a farm on which he lived 
unti] he moved to Bernardston.

Born March 3, 1917, in Greenfield, 
Mass, Barry's interest in photography 
developed when he joined the Army Aer- 
ial Corps in 1940, with the hopes of work- 
ing as an Army photographer. 

The last two years of his service were 
spent as part of the photography crew at 
a base in London, working for President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. On the night crew

R: Brown camera store in down- 
town Brattleboro soon after and 
joined the local camera club in 
1952. When store owner Brown 
died, the business was left to 
Barry and his partner Richard 
Harris. 
: “He was very outgoing and 
loved talking to people," said his 
daughter, Peg Haviland. "If 
‘someone was rude to him, he 
‘assumed that person was simply 
having a bad day and he would 
treat that person with the 
respect he treated everyone else. 
Needless to say he did very good 
business." 

Joining the camera club soon 
after he moved to Brattleboro 
eight years ago, Jeff Nugent said 
he remembers Barry quickly 
introducing himself and making 


him feel comfortable and at. 


home in a new environment. 

“He was the first person to 
speak with me and made me feel 
very welcome,” Nugent said. 
“His kindness and generosity 
were what struck me." 

Barry's romance with town his- 
tory began in the-1960s when he 
discovered a treasure trove of 
town artifacts in a house on Oak 
Street he had purchased, 
explained Pauline Barry. The 
find kindled both their interests, 
she said, and.the couple began 
giving speeches and doing slide 
shows at libraries and historical 
societies around the state. 

This culminated in the 1974 
publication of "Before Our 
Time," a photographic history of 
Brattleboro, co-created with 
Richard Michelman. 

“It’s been said, and it's certainly 
true, that Jeff could identify a 
picture of any area in town," 
commented Dr. Robert Tortolani, 
a friend. "He had an extensive 
knowledge of the history of the 
town." 

Although not a founding mem- 
ber of the Brattleboro Historical 


Society — he joined a few 
months after its inception in 
1983 — Barry's influence on the 
'fledgling group was large, many 
members said. i i 
Among his accomplishments 
was the rescue of the approxi- 
mately 1,300 Benjamin Crown 
photographs of Brattleboro's 
1920s, said current historical | 
society president | Wayne 
Carhart... : 


„v The glass plate negatives of the . 
_ photos were loose in boxes, but _ 


Barry rescued them and worked ~~ 
to clean and catalog ` them, 
Carhart said. so 

“He recognized the importance 
of saving the historical photos of 
Brattleboro,” Carhart said. “He 
and his wife were instrumental 
in preserving the town’s history.” - 

After retiring. in 1982, Barry 
never put his camera down, said 
Pauline Barry. The two continu- ` 
ally worked on documenting, 
researching and filing photo- 
graphs, taking on a number of 
projects, including work for 
museums and authors. - 

Longtime friend Leslie Sher- 
man said Barry was always 
eager to travel the side roads of 
Vermont and New Hampshire 
looking for the ideal photo. His.. 
favorite seasons to shoot in were 
fall and winter, he said. 

"He knew that the perfect 
photo was out there and all you 
had to do was look for it," he said. 
"Tm going to miss him ... we're 
all going to miss him. He was a 
mentor to many of us." 

Aside from photography, Barry 
also loved the woods and being 
outdoors, said his son, Michael 
Barry. His father was always on ' 
the move, he said. Ara 

*He was a man committed to 
getting the most out of every- 
day,” he said. “He was very popu- 
lar in town and he was a dear 
father and we are all going to 
miss him very much.” ` 

Barry continued taking photos 
up until his death, said several 
family members. Haviland, his 
daughter, remembered a recent ' 
family trip to northern Vermont ` 
when the two of them took a 
short walk in the woods, cameras . 
in hand. E 

“His knee was bothering him so 
we couldn't go out very far. We 
were maybe gone for a half 
hour,” she said. “But I learned so 
much about him in those few 
minutes ... he was a master at 
everything he tried.”

DR. SAMUEL: N. BEMIS. 
Rhy of 


Death In Brattleboro of the Venerable 
Physiclan Who Practiced Many Years 
In Dummerston. 


‘Dr. Samuel N. Bemis, 81, with one or 
two exceptions the last of the old-time 
practitioners who have been prominent 
in their profession in southern Vermont, 
died at his home on the Putney road Sat- 
urday after ar. illness of 10 days, following 
an attack of grip. Dr. Bemis. came of 
good old Puritan stock on both sides of the 
family. He was born. in Dummerston 
April 20, 1823, and was one of four chil- 


dren of David and Rhoda Sargent Bemis. | 


He graduated from the Woodstock 
medical college in 1848, and later took 


a” course in the medical college 
of Pennsylvania. He began practice 
in Hudson, Michigan, where he re- 


mained two years. He returned to Ver- 
mont on account of impaired health, and 
settled in Putney, continuing in practice 
there two years. In 1851 he married Miss 
Louisa R. Miller, daughter of Church and 
Elizabeth Lawton Boyden Miller, and a 
year later Dr. and Mrs. Bemis removed 
to Stamford, where for 15 years the doc- 
tor had a successful practice. He repre-

sented Stamford three terms in the legis- 
lature, was town clerk and justice of the | 


peace there, and an active member of

He removed to Angelica, N. Y., but 
finally returned to Vermont in 1869, set- 
tling on the old homestead in Brattleboro 
on what is now the Milton Miller place 
on the Putney road. Recovering his 
health, Dr. Bemis went back to his native 
town, where for several years he enjoyed 
a large and lucrative practice, being the

| Putney road. It is now occupied by C. D. 
Sargent.

calls of a few ot the oldest familles in 
which he had doctored for a long period 
of years.

Local visionary 


Leo Berman dies.

BRATTLEBORO — 
Leopold Berman was 
. remembered. Thursday 

by friends and communi- 

ty leaders as a selfless 

visionary who worked to 

preserve historical build- 

ings and was instrumen- 

tal in transforming Brat- 

tleboro's downtown. . 

Berman, 72, died at 

home on Wednesday, 

Feb. 12, 2003. He is sur-' 

vived by his wife Simi, 

son Mark and grandson, 

Trevor.

Am sociates, saved, pre-

/ downtown buildings such as the 
Hooker-Dunham and the Para- 
mount Theater. 

"We lost a great one,” said a 
solemn Jerry.Remillard, the 
town manager, on "Thursday. 
Remillad said Berman was 
motivated by a strong love for 
Brattleboro and desire to see 
historic buildings preserved. 

His love for preservation 
nabbed him an award from the 
Preservation Trust of Vermont 
in 1995.

huge loss for the community." 

One of his best assets was his 

foresight, said Bob Fagelson, the 
former chairman of the Brattle- 
boro Selectboard. Berman was 
` one of the first to see the poten- 
tial in the downtown and worked 
hard to spearhead its rehabilita- 
tion. . 
“He was a shot in both arms for 
the downtown,” Fagelson said. 
“He got people motivated and 
excited about it. He made it al 
happen.” 

When the Paramount Theater 
burned down in April of 1991, 
many thought the building was a 
loss and needed to be torn down. 
Berman was among the loudest 
of the minority voices who 
thought the building could be 
preserved, said Selectboard 
Chairman Greg Worden. 

“Tf it wasn’t for him the Para- 
mount Theater would still be a 
hole on Main Street,” Worden 
said. “His courage and vision 
brought it back.” 

Adding much-needed apart- 
ments in the downtown area was 
also part of his vision, said for- 
mer Brattleboro state represen- 
tative Don Webster, who worked 


with Berman on the downtown . 


revitalization bill. 

“He had a real focus on hous- 
ing, “especially affordable hous- 
ing,” Webster said. “He under-- 
stood that a vital downtown 
meant a mix of housing for the 
elderly, the young and those who 
work along Main Street.” 

"It's hard to find an empty 
apartment there now,” Remillard 
said, of the Hooker-Dunham 
building. “They look fantastic.” 


Berman was very influential in 
the early days of the Brattleboro 
Area Community Land Trust, 
said Executive Director Connie 
Snow, including giving the non- 
profit its first office space for 
free. 

“Leo was one of our biggest 
cheerleaders,” Snow said. “He 
completely embraced the idea of 
affordable housing and offered 
many exciting ideas.” 

Berman’s legacy can be seen 
throughout the downtown and 
beyond, said Betsy Gentile, the 
executive director of the Brattle- 


boro Area Chamber of Com- 


merce. 

“He created so many wonderful 
places,” she said. “His charm 
and his legacy can be seen all 
around this town.” 

Berman also renovated the 
Arch Street Building and worked 
on the Arbor Hill Common. In 
recent years, Berman worked on 
the initial plans for the town’s 
transportation center and 
designed the Robert H. Gibson 
River Garden. E 

Aside from his social contribu- 
tions, many remembered 
Berman for his personality and 
generosity. . 

"He was a hell of a nice guy 
with a great sense of humor,” 
Fagelson remembered. “He 
could take a joke and deliver a 
joke. He will be missed by 
many.” 

Worden remembered Berman 
as a kind and thoughtful man 
with a “gentle presence.” i 

*He was a good friend," Worden 
said. *He showed that he cared 
for this community and we are 
all grateful for that."

A Spontaneous and Universnl Tribute to 
Phe Old Schoolmnster!s? Memory, 


On Tuesday evening a meeting of the 
High school alumni was held at the High 
school room, when the resolutions elsewhere 
printed were adopted and arrangements 
were made to attend the funeral Mr. H. 
H. ‘Thompson, president of the reunion so- 
ciety, aud one of Mr. Bingham's oldest 
Brattleboro pupils, presided, 

At one o'clock on Thursday afternoon a 
short service was held at Mr. Bingham's 
house, and immediately after the body was 
brought to the Centre church, where he 
had been a constant attendant, and placed 
in the vestibule with a body guard of Free- 
masons. Many hundreds of people passed 
through to take a last look at the Old 
Schoolmaster’s face, which retained all the 
naturalness of life, and the time was too 
short to allow all who wished to do this. | 
At two o'clock a procession consisting of | 
the alumni, the class of '89; the remainder 
of the High school, school board and teach- 
ers, the pupils and teachers of the Gram- 
mar and Intermediate grades, marched 
from the High school building to the church 
and through the vestibule for a last look at 
the familiar face, and then, marching up 
the street, countermarched to the Free Li- 
brary building and formed in line on the 
west side of the street. At the same time 
the Freemasons marched up from their 
asylum and formed in line just below the 
alumni and children, marching then into 
the church and taking a last look at their 
dead fellow craftsman as they did so. The 
casket was then placed in front of the al- 
tar, and the alumni and pupils entered the | 
church, the children of the Grammar and 
Intermediate grades passing through into 
the chapel. The family and other relatives 
were then conducted to seats reserved for 
them, while the general public crowded the 
galleries and filled every foot of standing 
room on both floors. P ] 

Miss Belle Clark was at the organ, and as 
the music ceased, Rev. W. H. Collins read 
the Scriptures, Mr. Maxham'sang, “I can- 
not always trace the way," aud Rev. C. O. 
Day then delivered the admirable address 
elsewhere printed in'full. The shorter ad- 
dross by Dr. Holton followed, and Mr. Max- 
ham sang "Abide with me; fast falls the 
eventide;” Mr. Day offered prayer, and the 
services at the church closed with a solo by 
Mr. Maxham; ‘Ever remembered by what 
I have done." These services were notably 
fitting and impressive throughout, and it 
was evident that n deep and reverent so- 
lemnity pervaded the whole assemblage. - 

In the procession which accompanied the E 
body to the cemetery the ‘Freemasons led 
as a guard of honor to the body, the car- 
riages of tho family and friends followed, 
and behind them walked the. long line of 
alumni, teachers and pupils. : 

On arrival at the cemetory. the Masonic 
fraternity formed in a hollow square about 
the grave, enclosing the immediate friends, 
and the Masonic ritual was impressively 
read by Worshipful Master Haskins, the 
final committal being read by Rev. Wm.

Another characteristic which deserves 
especial mention is Mr, Bingham’s unfail- 
ing way of trying to make every pupil, 
stand on his own feet and to bring out his 
oftentimes latent self-confidence and self- 
respect, Every one who has been often a 
visitor in the High school room knows that 
it is a rule which has no exception to teach 
the pupil what is in him, to teach him com- 
mand of his own faculties and never, if 
1| possible, to emasculate his manhood with a 
discouraged, humiliating sense of failure 
and disgrace and of not being as. other 
boys and girls are. The means to this end 
in ‘‘the Old Schoolmaster’s” hands are very 
numerous, sometimes they seem for the mo- 
ment not joyous but grievous, but in the 
end they work for the pupil’s intellectual 
and inoral salvation. . 

Every year for twenty-five years there 
has come up under Mr. Bingham’s hand a 
new class of boys and girls, many of them 
timid and shrinking and watching with 
half scared eyes his quick, alert movements 
and his ominous eyebrow, and every year 
there has gone outa class which has learned 
to appreciate, to love and respect him.

Obituary 


The death of Dr. C. S. BLAKESLEE took place at his residence on South Main 
Street at an early hour on Wednesday morning. He had been in failing 
health for nearly a year, but had suffered from on special disease other 
than a general decline. Dr. B.AKSELEE was born in Richmond, Mass., in 
1812. When he had reached the age of 10 years his father died leaving a 
family of several children, and the boy went to live with his guardian at 
North Adams. Here in due time he learned the trade of a machinist, but as 
he grew toward manhood he developed a love of books and was finally led to 
take up the study of medicine which he pursued while working at his trade, 
and as he progressed, returned at intervals to mechanical work to earn 
money to pursue his studies. After living for a time at Rowe, Mass., he 
finally formed a partnership with Dr. Chester OLDS of Fayetteville, and 
settled at Williamsville in the practice of his chosen profession, and here 
he remained for 46 years. , He soon came to have a large practice and his 
ride extended into all the towns in this part of the county. he enjoyed 
the confidence of his patients, and was earnest and devoted in his 
attendance upon them. His was the lot of the country doctor of the olden 
time with all its responsibilities and vicissitudes, and many were the 
stories which he told in later years of long drives in fierce winter 
weather, over drifted roads, and other hardships endured, to reach those 
who claimed his skill and attention. Industry, energy and patience were 
his strong characteristics, and it was through. the exercises of these 
qualities that he accumulated a handsome competence. He was a man of 
strict honor and enjoyed the confidence of all who knew him. He continued 
in the practice of medicine well up to the time when, in June, 1884, he 
removed to Brattleboro to occupy, with his young wife, the house which he 
had previously bought as the home of his old age. Eight month ago a child 
was born to him in which he took great delight. His old-time energy 
followed him to the last, and it was only within a few days of his death 
that he had given up his daily visits down town and his occupations about 
home. His only known surviving relative is a nephew living in Boston. His 
burial will take place, with Masonic honors, from the house on Saturday 
afternoon at 1:30.

A GIFTED MUSICIAN GONE.

| Death and Burial"of Clinton J. Bron- 
son, with a Brief Sketch of His Life 
in Hinsdale and Elsewhere. 


The funeral of Clinton J. Bronson, 
37, who died at Westboro, Mass., Wed- 
nesday, May 22, took place at his 
home on Main street last Friday noon, 
Rev. W; F. White conducting the ser- 
vices. There is something inex- 
pressibly sad in the passing of this 
4| man in the prime of life and with so 
much to live for and enjoy. He was 
born in Ashfield, Mass., and there his 
boyhood and youth were passed. 
Later he was a student in the mili- 
tary school at Worcester, and went 
from there to Boston, and was for a 
while in a wholesale grocery store, 
and likewise spent some time in the 
Boston conservatory of music. On 
account of ill health a sea voyage was 
prescribed. He enlisted as a musi- 
J) cian on the Hartford, Farragut’s ship, 
J| and was gone three years, visiting 
many climes, and all the time devoted 

to music, his favorite pursuit. 

He came to Hinsdalein1887,and was 
f| at first proprietor of the Hinsdale 
dl and Brattleboro express, afterward 
ii] in charge of the jewelry and book- 
store in town hall block, and when 
the Worden company was formed he 
assumed management of the jewelry 
and news department. Al this while 
musie was not neglected, for he had 
been a musician from early youth, 
was a fine baritone player, a member 
of the ist regiment band of Brattle- 
X| boro, and of the Hinsdale brass band, 

-and. conceded by good judges to be 
one of the finest baritone soloists in 
New England. Even untrained musi- 
cal ears- could fee: and appreciate 
that there was “music in his -soul,” 
as they listened to him. In Septem- 
ber 1888, Mr. Bronson married Jennie, 
EB, only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. N. 
M. Worden, and two children were 
born to them, Carleton and Blanche, 
the two families ever living under the 
same roof. v 

It must be five years ago that the 
slightest of all possible, changes was 
noticed in Mr. Bronson—a little hesi- 
tancy of speech, occasional fits of 
abstraction, a far-away look in his 
eyes. As time went on there were 
periods of excitement, followed by 
melancholia, and three years ago it 
was thought best for him to have

™ "yt was in the San Fravcisco business that Mr 
Brooks showed his Jarge capacity for managing 
affairs. Ile was not a man of quick or alert mind. 
He was slow in bis conclusions, but when he 


‘had thought any subject out, he was: bard to 


shako, though by no means unreasonable. His 
positiveness indeed grew out ot the fact that he 
was generally right. He was n man of the 
striciest integrity, his word as good as bis bond, 
a fair considerate competitor, when others were 
willing to deal fairly, but & hard man to beat 
„when they undertook to “kite,” break the mar- 
ket or do business on any illogitimnte basis. 

Mr Brooke will be sadly missed by Brattlebo- 
ro people; and he has a wide circle of friends 
in New York city and Sau Francisco, who will 
mourn bls loss.

He was also n prominent member of the Union 
club of San Francisco, at whose rooms ho tved 
when in that city. ; 

Mr Brooks was a man of-selid and hearty 
qualities which those appreciated best who 
knew him most intimately. een and exact in 
business matters to the uttermost, he wasa 
most genorous man where bis affections were 
involved, unbesitating.. when help was needed 
hy those he loved and with thoughts fullin bis 
later days of projects of doing good with the 
wealth his industry and frugality had acquired. 

The Free Library buildiwg. which he has just 
erected for the town, was only the beginning of 
the benefactions he designed. Ho is cut off from: 
life, before be had time t» seo them carried into 
execution, and if'be has made no provision for 
taem after death,it is safe to say thatit would be 
tho thing he wculd most deplore if he could 
speak to us now. A handsome endowment for 
the library was one of the things he had iu 


mind.

Aged More than 99 Years—a Woman of 
Remarkable , Intellectual Attalnments, 
Developed and Maintained’ During a 


Long Life of Practical, Everyday Work 
and Service. , 


Mrs. Addison Brown, the oldest-resi- 
dent of Brattleboro, died at her home on 
Grove street a few minutes before 8 
o'clock Wednesday evening. She was 
born August 28, 1807, making her age 99 
years, 2 months, 12 days. Mrs. Brown was 
a native of Boston, and was the daughter 
of Abijah and. Betsey Wilder Wetherbee, 

| Her grandfather, Paul Wetherbee, was a 
Minute mam of the Revolution, and her 
great great grandfather, Joseph Wilder,on 
her mother's side, was a judge of the Mas- 
sachusetts courts. In her early child- 
hood the Wetherbee and Wilder families 
moved to New Ipswich. N. H., where they 
and their descendants built up che neigh- 
borhood known as Wilder village. Mrs. 

Brown grew up.in New Ipswich, receiving 
her education in the district school, at- 
tending afterward New Ipswich academy 
and private schools in Keene, N. H., and 
Groton, Mass. ‘She taughc in a private 
school in Fitchburg, Mass, and in the | 
common schools in New Ipswich. 

Mrs. Brown's, husband was the Rev. | 
Addison Brown, a native of New Ipswich, 
born in 1799,-and the first pastor of the 
Unitarian church in this village, -which 
was organized in June, 1832. Her mar- 
riage to Mr. Brown cook place at Frer 
father's house in New Ipswich December 
13, 1832, and was solemnized by Rev,’ 
Abiel Abbott of Peterboro, one of the 
early ministers of the Unitarlan denómi- | 
nation. The next day they drove to Brac- 
tleboro by way of Keene and Chesterfield, 
and it is à record of the time that the 
wedther was chen mild and pleasant and 
there was no snow on the ground. Mr. 
Brown's pastorate over ‘the Unitarian 
church continued until 1845, and he re- 
mained a resident of this village until his 
death, which cook place in May, 1872.

Mr. Brown devoted himself to educational 
interests. acting ag superintendent of the 
schools of Windham county and after- 
ward as superintendent of the Bractleboro 
schools, He also taught a private school 
in this village, in the work of which Mrs.

1862 Mr. Brown became the editor and one

A telegram was recelved at the office of 
the Estey Organ company this morning 
announcing the death of E. M. Bruce of 
Philadelphia, for many! years tho- partner 
of the ahove company in the organ and 
pinno trade. 

Mr. Bruco was born in Wilmington about 
4h years ago. Ile was a son of Rev. Mans- 
field and Grace (Goddard) Bruce. In his 
young manhood be went to New York, 
where ho was employed ab his trado, which 
was Liat of & painter. After a short time 
he went to Illinois and occupled the posl- 
uon of school teacher for & few years. 
During his sojourn In Illinois he sold a few 
Estey molodeons, and on ono of bis visits 
to his native town Jacob listey arranged 
with him to make a short trip to New, Jer- 
soy to look after some special business, 
stating that he would not probably be oc- 
cupied more than tbree months. i 

‘This trip to New Jersey proved the be- 
ginnlug of very intimate relations between 
Mr, Bruco and Mr. Estoy, and he gave up 
bis school teaching nnd over after that was 
connected with the marketing of the Estey 
melodoons and, later, the Estey organs.

The people of Rutland were greatly 
shocked Tuesday morning to learn of the 
sudden death of Jesse Burdett, a well- 
known railroad’ man, for many years Su- 
f perintendent of the Rutland road. Mr. 
Burdett had been in impaired health for 
several years and had made his plans to go 
next week to California with his wife for a 
long rest, His home was at the Bardwell 
House, where he had lived for many years. 
About 4 o'clock Tuesday morning, when 
the night clerk answered the call of- his 
bell, Mr. Burdett was found to be very ill, 
and he died an hour later, valvular disease 
of the heart’ being the immediate cause. 
Mrs, Burdett was in Washington at the 
time, having gone there to attend a meet- 
ing of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, ; 

Mr. Burdett was born in Brookline, this: 


county, Jan. 19, 1826, and was the son of | 


| Jacob and Rebecca (Talbot) Burdett. “The 
late F. O. Burdett of Newfane, and Riley 
Burdett, the organ maker, were his broth-. 
rs. There were six boys in all. The fam- 
ily moved to Newfane when Jesse was very 
young, and there he received. a common 
school education and learned the black- 
smith’s trade -of his father. He followed 
this business 11 years, He worked at his 
trade in West Wardsboro with Liberty 
Wilder, going afterward to Arlington, 
which became bis home, although he lived 
much away from it. He was appointed 
| station agent on the old Western Vermont 
| railroad (now the Bennington and Rut- 
| land) at Arlington, and in 1862 he became 
conductor on the train running between 


E Rutland and Troy ‘over this road. He 


went to work in the same capacity on the 
Hudson River road, between Albany and 
New York, in 1860, and afterwards served 
| as a trainmaster on that road, When the 
| Rutland road was leased to the Vermont 
Central in 1871 Mr. Burdett came to Rut- 
land as superintendent of what became 
the Rutland d:vision of the Vermont Cen- 
tral, and that position he filled to the day 
of his death, with a nominal change. when 
! the Rutland management came back to 
| Rutland in 1800 under Mr. Clement. — 
The Rutland Herald, in its sketch of his 
life says: "Mr. Burdett was a Democrat, 
| but gave little practical attention to oli- 
| tics, During his stay in Arlington he fill- 
| ed many local offices and represented the 
| town in the legislature in 1857. He was & 
member of St. James's Episcopal church 
of Arlington, and for over 20 years had 
been a veatryman. ‘He married, Oct. 21, 
1851, Cornelia C., daughter of John C. and 
Amanda (Hill) Lathrop of Arlington, who* 
survives him, as does one 80D, John L..

In his work Mr. Burdett was faithful and 
unsparing of himself, and in his later 
years disposed to go beyond bis strength. 
In his social aspect he was & high-minded 
gentleman of exceptionally pleasing man- 


ner, who never failed to make firm friends t 


of those with whom he came In contact.” 

Mr. Burdett was well known by some of 
the older Brattleboro people, especially 
those in railroad connection, but in his 
later years he had not been a frequent vis- 


| itor here. 


Mr. Burdett’s funeral will be held at the 
Bardwell House parlors this afternoon and 
the body will ba taken by special train to 
Arlington for burial. '

“= Salmon, a Democrat, remem- 
bered his friend Burgess, a life- 
long Republican, as a dedicated 
public servant who was especial- 
ly skilled at listening and trying 
to understand both sides of an 
issue before enacting legislation. 

“Jack was one of nature’s 
noblemen,” Salmon said Satur- 
day, after learning of Burgess’ 
death. “I have not met a more 
thoroughly decent man in public 
life. He was good, honest and 
straightforward." . 

Burgess Was elected Windham 
County District Attorney in 1952 
and served in that position until 


1957. 

In 1966, Brattleboro voters sent . 
him to Montpelier as a state rep- 
resentative, and he won re-elec- 


tion in 1968.

Montpelier, Burgess played an : 
important role in Brattleboro 
politics. 

He was town agent and the 
town's attorney. He also served 
on the Vermont Labor Relations 
Board and was a member of a 
number of boards and organiza- 
tions around town. 

He tried making another run 
for state representative in 1980 
but was defeated. 

Burgess was a supporter of the 
Brattleboro Museum & Art Cen- 
ter, his son Fred said, and was a

merce. 

He spent the last decades of his 
life as an area attorney before 
moving to an independent living 
facility in Keene in August 2005. 

"Dad loved Brattleboro. He did 
not want to go to Keene,” Fred 
Burgess said. "He knew it was 
time to go." 

He said his father's time spent 
as a local official, a state law- 
maker and an attorney was 
always focused on getting things 
done for the public.

News was received yesterday of the sud- 
den death in Springfield, Mass., on Wed- 
nesday morning; of Henry Burnham; a 
native of Brattleboro, and nearly a life- 
long resident of this village.. Mr. Burn- | 
ham’s.age was 82 years, .

Under the heading “A Grand Old Man 
Gone," the Orange, Calif., News records 
the death in that place March 20 of John 
Burnham, a brother of Henry Burnham, 
and a son of the late John Burnham and 
Rachael Rossiter Burnham. [Ze was born 
in Brattleboro, March 16, 1818. Ilis par- 
ents were natives of Connecticut. His 
paternal great-grandfather emigrated from 
England and settled in Hartford previous 
to the Revolution. Jolin Burnham's edu- 
cational advantages were limited to the 
schools of Brattleboro, but he developed 
early a taste for the reading of philosophi- 
cal works. Ilis first active work in life 
was ns an assistant Lo his father, who was 
a worker in gold and silver, and also & 
brass founder and coppersmith, 

While working In his father's shop he 
invented a truss, and for three years ho 
traveled through New England states, sell- 
ing and fitting trusses, Returning from 
one of these trips he found that his father 
had on hand a large number of pumps for 
which there was no market. ‘The young 
man therefore went to Ellington, Conn., 
where he engaged in the pump business 
until he was 30 years old. ‘Pketbought of 
wind as a motive power to bring running 
water to houses led him to consult Daniel 
Halladay, a machinist of Ellington. There 
was not a windmill factory iu the world at 
that time, but Mr. Halladay declared that 
he could build a windmill which would be 
safe from destruction in violent storms, 
but he did not know of a single man in the 
world who would want one. Mr. Burn- 
ham assured bim that customers could be 
| found, and Mr. Halladay went to work to | 
construct a self-regulating windmill. A 
company was formed at South Coventry, 
Conn., for its manufacture with Mr. Halla- 
day. as superintendent and Mr. Burnbam 
as general agent. - Me 

Mr. Burnham went to Chicago in 1856, 
| living there eight years. He interested 
| John Van Nortwick, a Chicago eapitalist, 
in the invention, and the result was the 
A formation of the United States Wind En- 
gine and Pump company, with Mr. Van 
-Nortwick as president and Mr. Burnbam 
and Mr. Halladay in the same positions as 
in their other company. The business be-' 
came a very profitable one of large propor- 
tions, Halladay standard mills to the value 
of several million dollars being sold. 

Mr. Burnham next turnéd his attention 
to a frost proof tank to be used on rail- 
road trains. Mr. Burnham considered 
this the most. important of the four pat- 
d onts which were granted to him, and it ts 
estimated that it has saved many million 
dollars to the railroads of tho country. 

Mr. Burnham's marked success in life 
was attributed by him not only to perse- 
verence, untiring Industry and. an exten- 
give business acquaintance throughout al- 
most every state of the Union, but also to 
the superior mechanical and financial abil- 
ities of tho men with whom he was R880- 
elated. 

Mr. Burnham was married in 1846 to 
Miss Delia A. Damon, daughter of David 
Damon, formerly a. Unitarian clergyman 
in what Is now Arlington, Mass. Two, 
children were born to thoem—Julia and 
William H., the former dying at the age 
of ten yenrs. Mr. Burnham retired from 
active business in 1877, and has devoted 
the lelaure of the past 20 years to horticul- 
tural pursults.

Rev. George Butler 
Ste! 1997 

HALIFAX — Rey. J. George 
Butler, 89, a longtime resident of 
Route 112, died peacefully Monday 
evening, Sept. 21, at his home. 

He was born May 31, 1909, in 
Washington, D.C., where his fa- 
ther, the Rev. C.H. Butler, and his 
grandfather, J.G. Butler, served 
the Lutheran Church, building, 
among others, the Luther Place 
Memorial at Thomas Circle. His 
grandfather, Rev. J. George But- 
ler, was chaplain of the House of 
Representatives and later of the 
U.S. Senate under Lincoln's ad- 
ministration, the only clergyman 
to hold both positions. 

Butler received a bachelor of 
arts degree in economics from 
Haverford (Pa.) College. He won a 
scholarship to Brown University 
but chose to attend the Western 
Reserve School of Appliéd Sci- 
ences in Cleveland. He served as a 
social worker during the Depres- 
Sion. Disillusioned at the tragic 
Situation of “trying to adjust peo- 
ple to a maladjusted society" he 
decided to enter Yale Divinity 
School in New Haven, Conn., hop- 
ing to help make a change in how 
corporate America treated em- 
ployees through the religious ap- 
proach. He spent much of his life 
working for labor, for housing for 
the disenfranchised, and to com- 
bat injustices. He received both 
his bachelor's of divinity and 
master's of arts degrees from 
Yale. 7 1 

During his time at Yale he 
served a small community parish 
at Myrtle Beach, Conn., for one 
year and then came as a student 
pastor to Summerfield Methodist 
Church in New Haven, Conn. One 
summer he and several young 
men from this church worked at 
the Ford Plant in Detroit to get 
"hands-on" experience of the 
problems of the factory worker. . 

In 1944 he married June Hoff- 
man and moved to the South Park 
Methodist Church in downtown 
Hartford, Conn., where they 
served for 11 years. 

Rev. Butler took a sabbatical 
year to write and to work outdoors 
on his farm in Halifax, Vt. Here he 
developed a sugarbush and pro- 
duced syrup and candy. Conscious 
of the environment, he established 
a tree farm. At this time he served 
two small rural parishes in Rowe, 
Mass., and Heath, Mass. He was 
then called to serve the Jack- 
sonville Community Church where 
he raised funds for an educational 
building. 

After five years the bishop ap- 
pointed him to the Searing Meth- 


ri 


odist Church in Albertson, Long 
Island, N.Y., where he also raised 
funds for an educational building 
and a new organ. He took a sum- 
mer course at Boston University - 
to study the problems of urban 
churches, having somewhat 
unique experience in serving both 
rural and urban pastorate. 

Rev. Butler took early retire- 
ment and returned to his beloved 
farm in Halifax, continuing his 
writing and outdoor activities, It 
was at this time he built a small 
hydroelectric plant on a small 
brook on his property and Eener- 
ated enough electricity to supply 
his needs, selling the surplus back ^ 
to the utility. Being concerned- 
over the proliferation of nuclear 
plans he wrote “How to Build and 
Operate Your Own Hydroeldetric 
Plant” published by Tab“ Books,’ 
and had inquiries and visitors 
from all over the United States as ` 


wel as Australia, Africa, and - 


Slavic countries. 


Rev. Butler was honored by 


Charles Kuralt in his book as well 
as his series of videotapes, “On 
the Road,” and was featured in 
Kuralt's book America." t. 

Rev. Butler was a prolific writer 
all his life on issues involving la- - 
bor, the environment, animal 
rights and abuses, among others. : 

He was honored with an award > 
from Haverford College in recog- ! 
nition of "using his education in ; 
service to his fellow man." He 
received the Harold Knapp Foun- . 
dation award for his concern for 
the Earth, its people and animals. ~ 

Troubled by the deterioration of ' 
the city of Washington, D.C., he ' 
wrote the book “Simpler Times" : 
depicting life in the nation's capi- 
tal as it was when he was a child 
growing up there. . 

In 1993, Rev. and Mrs. Butler 
donated land on their farm for the 
New England Regional Office of - 
the Humane Society of the United 
States. This. office serves Ver- 
mont, New Hampshire, Maine, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts. He and his wife, 
June, have been interested in ex- 
panding the Humane Society's 
land trust program. 

Rev. Butler was appointed by 
Gov. Thomas Salmon to serve on 
the Tashman Committee to study 
the problem of funding public 
schools. The committee concluded 
that the property tax is not a fair 
measure of a person's worth to- 
day, as it was before the Industrial 
Revolution. 

During his retirement in Ver- 
mont he served the town of Hali- 
fax on the planning commission, 
the board of civil authority, 
trustee of public funds, and was 
recognized by the Grange for his 
service to the town. 
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. an elected representative to the 


board of directors of the Vermont. 
Electric Cooperative for many: 
years. He was also president at' 
two different periods of the Wind- 
ham County Humane Society in, 
which he continued his interest up
